Christmas Sofety 
Suggestions 

(Prom the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters) , 

1— When you select your Christ¬ 
mas tree this year, choose a freshly 
cut tree with firmly attached needles 

2— Keep the tree outdoors until 
just before Christmas. It will stay 
fresh longer in the cold air, and 
once you have it up, it will stay 
green longer. And keep it standing 
hi a pall of water. 

3— When putting up the tree, set 
it in the coolest part of the room, 
away from radiators, heaters and 
the fireplace. This will not only re¬ 
duce the possibility of fire, but will 
keep the tree from drying out. 

4— It is a good plan to use a tre« 
holder which has a little bucket of 
water in which the trunk can rest 
during the holidays. A tree usually 
"drinks” more water than you re¬ 
alize, so keep water container filled 
a! all times. 

5— Fireproof Chiistmas tree de¬ 
corations are the l)est. Use decora¬ 
tions made of either glass, metal or 
a fire-resistant material. 

6— Set up electric trains away 
from the tree. A spark from the 
train could set the tree on fire. 

7— Always use electric lights on 
the tree — never candles. Lighting 
sets should be checked before be¬ 
ing placed on the tree, and those 
with frayed wiring should be dis¬ 
carded. When buying new sets, look 
for the tag or label showing list- 
ii.g by Underwriters’ Laboratories, 
Inc. A switch some distance from 
the tree should be provided for 
turning the tree lights on and off. 

8— On Christmas morning, fold 
and put away any gift wrapping you 
intend to keep. Other gift wrap¬ 
pings should be gathered up and 
thrown away promptly after pre¬ 
sents are opened. 

9— Christmas tree lights should be 
turned off when the family Is away 
from home. 

10— Inspect the Christmas tree 
from time to time to see how dry 
it is. If needles near the lights have 
started to turn brown, change the 
position of the lights. 

11— When the needles start fall¬ 
ing, take the tree down and discard 
it outdoors. 

12— Even if the tree remains fresh 
make plans now to dismantle It the 
day after New Year’s, and restore 
the room to its normal setting.

CHRISTMAS ^ 
MESSAGE 

On Boxing Day, 1959, I was list¬ 
ening to the “News Commentary” 
which follows the BBC news broad¬ 
cast. The commentator was sum¬ 
ming up the modem view of the 
Christmas Festival. One of the ex¬ 
amples which he cited related to 
a young woman who had Just fin¬ 
ished her rounds of shopping In 
the crowded stores of London. 

She found herself In conversation 
with some friends, and made It 
known to them at some length, just 
hew appalled she was that Christ¬ 
mas was becoming so cluttered up 
with religion these days. She was 
disgusted that wherever she went 
carols were being played. And she 
ended her lengthy tirade with a re¬ 
mark about how awful it was that 
people were even sending Christmas 
cards which had to do with re¬ 
ligion. 

As we read the Gospel accounts 
of the Birth of our Saviour, Jesus 
Christ, how we are made aware that 
there always has been little room In 
the world and In the hearts of man¬ 
kind for the greatest gift which has 
been offered to the wlrldl 
"There was no room in the inn." 

Let us picture In our mln^s Mary 
and Joseph trying to find a room 
ii. the town of Bethlehem — the 
town which was so crowded be¬ 
cause Everyone in the district had 
to report to the census taker. They 
trudged from inn to inn but could 
not find a night’s lodging. Most 
people had money to pay good 
prices for lodging and the inn-keep- 
fr., were seemingly trying to get all 
the cash they could. Mary and Jo¬ 
seph probably didn’t look like very 
jrrosperous customers and so “there 
was no room . . .’’ Thus Jesus 
Christ was born in a stable, away 
from the crowded inn and more or 
le.ss on the fringe of things. 

Maybe we can’t really blame the 
inn-keepers for not having com¬ 
passion on this poor and tired cou¬ 
ple. A business man has to be prac¬ 
tical in this world If he Is to get 
ahead. After all, there really isn’t 
too much time for compassion and 
pity In a world where every min¬ 
ute seems to depend upon scurry¬ 
ing and scrambling to keep pace 
with a life which demands materi¬ 
al things, social prestige and es¬ 
teem, self-satisfaction and success. 
And perhaps we cannot really say 
that God was rejected by those 
inn-keepers — in effect It would 
probably be more fair to say that 
God was overlooked. 

It could be that sometimes we 
tend to overlook God, too. We get 
all Involved in Christmas excite¬ 
ment — children, gifts, turkey din¬ 
ners, pariJes and so on — and 
“there is no room . . .’’ The central 
part of the Chrlstams Story Is left 
out on the fringe of things. 

We approach the stable manger 
and meditate on the Holy Child at 
Christmas and we sing “Peace On 
Earth, Goodwill Towards Men”. 

But let us not allow this to be 
just a secondary factor which Just 
comes into the picture along with 
all the trappings belonging to the 
Christmas Season. Let us all make 
on honest effort to put the true 
meaning Into this Christmas. Let 
us put Christ into Christmas. 

Only when He lives in our hearts 
can we ever hope of there being 
all those wonderful things we sing 
of and pray for at this wonderful 
time of the year.

It has come again — Christmas, 
the most profound and heart-warm¬ 
ing season of our days and years. 
Through the avenues of all our 
senses this stirring fact Is brought 
home to us, and under the nostalgic 
impact of accumulated memory we 
are eager once more to take It to 
our hearts. For no matter what the 
past has held, ev6ry Christmas is a 
new Christmas, and under its age¬ 
less spell our hopes reach out again, 
somehow we know there’s some¬ 
thing there we need:

The spirit and true core of Christ¬ 
mas, like the pearl of great price, 
lies hidden and must be labored 
for. 

For Christmas may be likened to 
a great symphony. Many strains and 
variations combine within it to cre¬ 
ate Its total effect. But through It 
all, muted and tender, recurs its 
central motif. It demands concen¬ 
tration to catch it, for it is carried 
by a still, small voice and often 
seems to be lost In the more ful¬ 
some accompaniment.
